Some claim that 
lie obluiued his colors from crossing to a shepherd's bitch, which 
showed great faculty for hunting birds. Other* that he Introduced the 
blood of samu breed of hound, and others still that he bred to the red 
Irish. Thu colors of the Gordon Castle setters were block and tan aud 
black, white and tau. Of late years every black and tun dog has been 
called a Gordon, though very few of them have any right to the name. 

D. W., Indianapolis.—My bitch ha* lately pupped, and both slie and 
the pups are alive with fieaa: 1 don’t like to wash the pups for feur of 
their taking cold; can you tell me how to get rid of these pests?

Much ho* Alrondy hoeu written on thl« subject, from tlu> fact that 
ao many different system? are practiced by iudlYidaslt > who In 

l hem mid would f»»u wee them generally adopted. This ventilation 
theories is. however, of great benefit. sluce it serves to instruct tnoeu 
who are inakliic tliolr drat attempt at dog breaking; and again because It 
brines up for discussion a matter which must form an important part 
of the rule* to he established, at the coming Kennel Club meeting, for 
the severance of future Held trial*. 

The question of what constitute* a retriever would call out a ao/.eu 
answers* provided the seeming simplicity of the inquiry did not pro* 
voke n untie of contempt; yet it is astonishing what dissimilarity t»T 
idea* l* constantly manifested ou this very point. One trouble la that 
each writer apoaks from hla own experience, in many cases a very lim¬ 
ited one. aud atteuipln to lay down arbitrary rule*, which under the 
circumstances. will prove si total failure. W hat la needed la some 
manner of performance which will work Well In all kind? of about lug, 
cover or open, with the leAat variation, for we maintain that there mutt 
lie a variation under auch different circninaUucee. 

The defects in many systems, or rather iu practice# la very glaring. 

In the course of our experience we have met with many men who were 
watladed If their doga brought bird? anyhow, bitten or uubllteu, and 
who were ready witu excuce* if the half-broken brute* failed to find 
the dead bird# at all. On auch It la folly to waste word*, but there la 
another claaa. and a large one, where breaklug la carried to so high a 
degree, that a dog la taught to retrieve ouly by the head or wing " « 
have att'U many auch nuimills*, and have never mot with one which itln 
not ultimately become a biter. Thin l* very easily explained. When 
bird* are killed dead thU style of retrieving will answer but when one 
Is ouly winged, a dog In tumbling it about to got it by the bead or 
wing." will some day. lu spite of every cure, drive his teeth into It. anil 
iw this cuds the struggle, his Instinct soon teaches him to do 
this habitually to save trouble. Home dogs will retrieve from land, but 
will not cross a stream or fetch from th** water. Some will drop their 
birds If tbalr attention Is attracted, or lay them down at tnelr master a 
foot, practices which too frequently result In the loss *>r .slightly hit 
bints or the necessity of another shot to complete the killing, some 
dog* will search for the dead bird a few momenta, and not finding It, 
readily, will refuse to*look longer. This U often the sportsman a fault, 
and we have known sure finder* who have been made ao by having 
their bird* regularly killed to them, take up this practice from losing 
confidence iu the gnu, after passing into the possession of poor shots. 
Still be the eau-e what It may. auch dogs are certainly not good re¬ 
trievers, iu the proper sense of the word. 

» No dog is a retriever, in our estimation, thnt does not briug. alive and 
uninjured, wing broken birds from land, water or across streams, de 
‘livering at all tinea into hand aud never drooping under any clrcuin- 
VlHiiCas. Agniu lie should search for dead birds ail day if necessary, till 
advised by hi- master As to the manner of briuging,we teach our dogs to 
pick up bv the is'dy. as this gives the firmest hold and best control in 
the case of a strong bird wounded aud fluttering. This grasp Is also 
most eaallv secured and thus all struggle aud trembling is avoided. 
We have dog* trained lu this way which are so tender mouthed that 
they will retrieve wounded birds or carry a small bird or pigeon About, 
ami deliver it into hand as unlujured as if it hud never been in their 

t ,K Some writers assert that no dog is a good retriever whose master doe* 
Tint stand where he has fired ana send l he dog alone to retrieve This 
will do In alien shooting, where the dog can see the bird fall or at 
least where the shooter can mark it down, but bow about covert shoot¬ 
ing where the sportsman himself is iu doubt where ill* bird lies, or even 
If it is killed* Here ia jnst where the variation In manner or proce¬ 
dure we have allnded to come* in. How many bird* that are killed lu 
thick bush, lodge in the top* where no dog that ever lived can find them* 
How many fall where the sportsman cannot direct hi* dog to search with 
out he goes with him as nearly a* possible to the spot where he thinks 
tilt* bird should be Over aud above all this come* the fact if such re¬ 
trieving is practiced the dog will invariably be urged on to living birds 
which he should point. Three time* in one day this season we have 
seen a young dog made to break iK»int aud flush, by hi* master sending 
him on to retrieve.when if he had oceu ui» with the dog he would properly 
have gone in before him u* he stood, aud so avoided these blunders. 
What that dog will lie by another year, If this practice is continued, 
any sportsman can auswer for himself. Hut, some one may say. such 
accidents will only happen with young dog*—an old one will know 
bettor, etc, This 1* no argument against this style of retrieving. Ou 
the contrary, with olue doge out of tcu. it is simply a matter of time 
when they will be ruined if so haudled. We have seen too much of 
such work not to know that an old dog will take liberties if be finds he 

can, where a young one will only commit blunders. There is but one 

nils to follow at all times and iu all places, with both old and young 
dogs, aud that la, to keep them under your eye when retrieving. If In 
the open where you can see them, yon may send them on alone; bnt if 
iu cover, go with them, no matter who aavs stay behind.

Bernards, Irish water spaniels aud \\ elch cockers, and we 
dnd ’that with care and proper attention In the breeding ami rearing, 
that they not only remalnjtruo to their breeds, buttbat we actually im¬ 
prove them and enlarge on their characteristics. Take for instance St. 
teruards. It Is a universally admitted fact that Mr. Gresham possess¬ 
es of his own breeding far better specimens thau ever came from the 
■now-clad Allis, and should the inonastrles ever have the misfortune to 
lose their valuable dogs. It will be to Mr. Gresham, Mr. Murcheson aud 
Mr. Stiff that they wllfhave to look for a fresh supply. W ith these and 
numerous other equally unanswerable arguments, which meet the qnlb 
ble full in the face, should auyoue seek to make a distinction between 
Irish setters by breed and birth, and Irish setter* by breed and charnc- 
ter only?

"1 entirely Ignore," says your correspondent—"the idea tbat a dog 
with white on him cannot be as pure an Irish dog, as one without 
white;” precisely, no one with any sense would malutaln otherwise, but 
thty nr€ no ( uii to th* •tandard and therefore should not be encouraged 
by having prizes awarded to them even in cases whore no better pre¬ 
sent themselves; were this point more carefully attended to the dim 
culty which Mr. \V., speaks of producing an ndirt nthr of one color, 
would with time gradually but surely be worn away-look at the nicety 
to which black aud tan terriers and numerous other non sporting breeds 
are reared;while l readily agree, however, that the foul marked pups In a 
litter may be. as pure as those more correctly coated; I must point out 
that the matter is not so absolutely closed to doubt as Mr. whitman 
evidently imagine; as for instance a bitch might bo warded by several 
dogs of different persuasions and throw pups to each such Is uot over 
probable, bnt possible, and then it *ls. Harking back to the pollcv of 
withholding prises for want of merit, there is much may be argued ou 
both sides. Hays one party, "let the best dog win. Funny own part I 
cannot see It in this same light ; my opinion is that dog showing should 
not be reduced to tbe level of a donkey race; for to give the IrMt dog 
never mind how much he falls short of the standard of the breed he is 
supposed to represent, first prire, simply because there Is nothing 
against him is llltlo better than common gambling, which certainly 1* 
not the accepted Hum and substance of the sport, If it may be so termed 
Several times when I have been Judging I have stoutly refused to award 
prises when I found nothing worth tbe distinction, and for the con¬ 
sideration of American fancier*, breeds, and judges. I will enumerate 
my reasons. We will in the first place suppose Mr. Smith goes to ofli 
elate In some place where any one particular breed of dogs i* 
almost unknown—let us say blood hounds well, some one iu 
the locality knows pretty well there will be nothing oven 
uear cuougn to call a bloodhound. Ho he enters a half-bred one, or a 
"waster,'’from some other person’* kennels, which ho happens to own. 
Us receives llrst honor*, which enable* him to advertise at stad, i>cr- 
haps for * high fee. a bloodhound (1) “ wiuncr of ttrst price at Clod- 
fleldcuui Madhrook." and os there are alway* numbers of young aud 
Inexperienced breeders, aud snch as have neither the tltuo nor oppor¬ 
tunities of enquiring, send np. posslhly, very high caste bitches for no 
other end than to get robbed, and worse than that, have their bitches 
ruined a* brood bftchea, pooslbly forever more. Another reason Is that 
the jadge who gives awards to unworthy specimen*, gets most severely 
damaged In his reputation, for It ao happens that sometimes a lady or 
a gentleman enter nnd win with one of these duffers, not knowing any 

Mlor. and Is so elated nt hie or her success, that thinking II s rcgalar 

wonder, enters It next time at a tip-top show, and of course Is vastly 

disappointed. Seeing In the catalogue the proud announcement that it 
took first prize here, there or wherever it was, fanciers look at each other 
and exclaim In dismay: "Good gracious! who judged at thnt showf" 
and they lump to one of two conclusions, viz.: that it was either a 
“bit of fobbery," or that the lodge wns ignorant of hie profession.

Breaking -Teaching to Charge. 

BT C. 8. WBITTOBD. 

To teach the dog to charge is a very small part of his breaking, ■!. 
though to enforce It promptly when on game, requires a great ueal of 
persistent work on the part of the trainer. To begin with, place your 
dog in the required position, and compel him to lay there, rewarding 
him for good bohsvior with a piece of meat or bread. At first avoid any 
punishment in connection with his dulle?, for fear he might get In a 
habit of rolling on his back when hearing the order Instead of dropping 
flat on his belly. When he has become accustomed to the position, lie 
should be taught to drop, which be will readily learu by receiving a light 
tap on the head when tbe order Is given. After a few lessons of this 
kind to get him used to the work, take him to a post aud fasten him the 
same as when teaching the toho. When you leave the post you slionld 
start off rapidly that he may be brought np suddenly when you order 
him to charge. When he Is down, go to him. pat him gentle and 
place him In tha proper |K>*llion, which Is perfectly lint; there will be 
an Inclination on the part of the dog to assume any poeitiom bnt the 
right one which mast be corrected. It will aselsl the dog very much 
to spread his feet as far apart as possible each time you have occasion 
to rectify his position. By so placing his legs, he may easily put hi* 
head between them, and materially assist hlui from rolling partly on 
bis sldo Ills hind legs, after being drawn well under, should also he 
polled out n little so ns to act ss a brace for his bind quarters W hen 
von wish to correct his position after lie Is down, all that will be hecee 
sary Is to spread hit legs In front, and plane hi* head between them !o 
keep him steady In front, and see that Ills hind lege are well under and 
out. to balance him behind. By persevering at the poet, you will soon 
have him to drop by being checked, when he can lie taken out with « 

lino on him. and checked wheu he refuaes to charge at the word. By 

raising the right hand when the order for him to drop le given he ssso 
elate* It with the order. and soon drops to the sign 
alooe. When you are ninklug It a point to teach the sign, use It with 
out the word; that Is to say, give the sign before the order, and anally 
omit the order, making him drop to hand only. 

At Bret these should be used only when the dog I* dose by, and 
going slowly, bnt whsn he get* accustomed to obedience under these 
circumstances lie should be uught to drop at a distance or while going 
at the top of his speed While advancing to hi* feed he should be 
ordered^down occasionally, and lb* same should be done when 
mlriavlng. making him tone, go on *u**dy. charge, and so on. » hen 
teaching him to charge while he l# going fast Hi* same means should 
he employed as to teaching him to lobo. except a little wore foroe cau 


bo usod In this, but not enough to cause him to roll over on his beck nr 
•tnnd np with bis head nearly on the ground and turned npside down 
and hie tail partly between his leg# and the rest of It sticking ont side-' 
ways from his body. To teach him U> drop to shot is a repetition 
of leaching him to charge, eubetituling the report of a 
gnu for the order to charge, or the sign of holding 
up the right hand. In this, a# In his previous lessons, It will be an 
advantage to take him to tbe |>oet. discharging tbe guu Jnst a* he bring* 
np at the end of the line. Occasionally discharge Oie gun whsn he I. 
at your side, end not looking for It; If bo does not drop Instantly, chuck 
him rattier severely. He will *oou learn to drop at the report of the 
gnn, and when you lake him in the Beld will he disposed to drop at tha 
sight of Ihe gun In your hands, lu which cnao give him n run and oinlt 
to discharge the gun until bis confidence is restored, then go on per¬ 
fecting him In this point. When you first begin touching 11 In the Hold, 
you should stop and raise your band immediately after firing; he will 
naturally he attracted by tho re|M>rt, and. upon looking'toward yon, will 
see your hand raised and of course will charge. In a few day* he assn, 
elates one with the other and drop* to shot alone: still liter he may ho. 
come used to the discharge of the gnu and refuse to nay any attention 
to It whatever; then tho whip should be used, 
sparingly at first. but more severe if he per 
slsts in refusing to obey promptly. When there U occasion to use 
the whip for uou attentlon to this order, the guu should be discharged 
with one hand while you chastise him with the other. While he Is 
learnlDi; to charge, drop to hand and to shot, the toho should b« 
omitted in the field, for if at tills time hu ah0«14 bear the order to toho 
he would iu all probability drop. Your whole attention should he di 
rected to having him go dowu promptly to order, to hand or to shot.aud 
to teach It thoroughly, considerable force must bo used, hut uot 
until he thoroughly understands what Is wanted. If upon hear 
Ing the word charge he refuses to go down at o_ce, catch him and 1st 
hint have a pretty good dose of the whip, nlw lys taking him bock to the 
snot where lie should have droped while you go bock to the spot from 
which yon gave the order. He will after * few good thrashing* appear 
somewhat cowed, but by perslsteutly following him nnd visiting every 
act of disobedience with the lash, he will associate one with tbe other, 
and drop promptly, for which he finds he escapes punishment, conse- 
oncutly he Is wise enongh to obey; after a few days hie confidence is agalu 
restored, when he may be ordered to toho and carefully tanglit the 
difference. At first he will easily become bewildered and will Insist on 
dmiming at tbe order to stand; when hu does, start him in motion Im 
mediately, and when he is fairly on hU feet give him the order to stop 
iu a very careful tone; if he again goes down start him off and try him 
agalu Have a piece of broad with yon In case he persisl* In dropping, 
#«» as to pul him through his yard exercise, during which he will un- 
donbtedly stand promptly. If he is very troublesome in this II would 
be well to omit the charge entirely nutlf he would again eland up at Hie 
word toho. Another good plan would be to u*o the word only when lie 
I* uuarterlllg and yon wish to send him lu another direction from tho 
oue in which be Is traveling: If he goes right up prompt to the fence, 
stop him with the word Who before 1m reaches it. and Immediately h|s>n 
ordering him to aUtn-caU him round before he bn# a chance to go down; 
Ihe tlrsl lime you Jktp him he may drop, hut upon repealing 
Ihe order frequently lie will think it not worth while lo [to down for so 
short a stop. When you get a good prompt stand, keep him there for a 
short limo; finally stop liTin anywhere you wish

It cannot be expected that old and well tried native dogs 
who have faithfully served their masters year after year, finding no day 
too hot.no cover toddense.no prairie too large for them to faithfully quar¬ 
ter their ground and find what game lies therein concealed, will cast 
them aside simply on report* of what the recently Imported dogs can 
do. American sportsmen aro sceptical; they want the problem demon¬

order came the black, white and tan Prince and his lady mother Dora. 
Judging from their Intelligent looks, one would suppose them suscept¬ 
ible of acquiring any of the accomplishments peculiar to well-oau- 
cated dogs of good family. We were next lntroouced to the Irish set¬ 
ters. six in number, all or a bright red color, with bodies characterlstIc 
of that hardy race who halls from Brin's green shores. Thu pride of 
this class are Blcbo, Loo and Hose; the first a magnificent fellow, 
seemingly as affectionately faithful as Rose, with no signs of the tiger- 
like restlessness of nervous Loo. 

Of Joe wo would like to aay a good word, but he showed such an 
aversion to being Interviewed that we finally left him fnlly convinced 
ho bad a fine set of teeth and was desirous or showing them. Having 
looked at those outside, we were ahown the large kennel and its occu¬ 
pants. This building Is divided Into four rooms each, con- 1 
Coining three benches raised from the floor; there benches serve as 
beds or conches upon which the dogs rest very comfortably; in add! 
Uon to the smaller entrance. Is a large door opening on a roomy pint-I 
form thus uniting utility and beauty the one great point iu architec¬ 
ture. In the first yard a lot of red puppies, about three mouths old, 
tumbled about like little darkles before their mammies' door. The 
next yard la InhablW by the white Rngllsh setter Daisy and her 
five little ones, white and round as snow balls. 

I must not forget the seven Irish water spaniels, bright, chubby lit¬ 
tle things, wood Drown in color; the crisp, early coat of tbeir mother 
seems perfectly water proof. Nor yet the Beagles, inlnatnre hounds 
whose “heads are hang with ears that sweep away the morning dew, | 
crook-kneed and dew-lopM, like Thessallon hulls, alow in pursuit, but 
matched In mouths like bells.” After we had visited the sejierate ken 
nets, Mr. Whltford gave the dogs a holiday. In honor or our visit, I 
suppose -they came boundin': from all quarters barking nud frisking 
around, kwilfng one another aside to get the koeper's caresses and kind 
words, showing as plainly as acta could express, how much thuy loved 
and trusted him. Altogether they appeared to be a healthy, and 
with the exception of Joe, a happy ret of dogs. When 
called to tbeir respective abodes, I noticed the poppies 

displayed an amoont of mlecheviousness that would do 
credit to boys; some of the little fellows hid as slyly as possible, but 
were soon brought to light by the ever watchful eye of tnelr keeper, 
who seems to have perfect control of them. Just as we were preparing 
to take leave, onr attention was attracted by the ejaculation, 'Tse 
gwine to marry yon now ; yon don qnlt chawing drm yere poultry I” ! 
Turning, we saw Aunt Bnsan, whose cabin 1* on the place, arrayed “In

paid to keeping pedigrees for a great many years. Tho reason many of 
our beat dogs have no pedigree Is because they have been considered of 
no importance; If tbu dog’s stork generally proved good in I/it Held. ho 
was considered valuable to breed from, and by breeding from speci¬ 
mens that have proved their superiority, It hardly seems 
natural to suppose some good ones should not bo secured.

nual sales, for the nice little sum of 4,100 guineas, or 
677 in our money. Never liefore did a colt bring such a 
sum. This high-priced youngster is a yearling, was bred 
by Mr. R. II. Coombc, of Picrrepont, near Guildford, who 
breeds a few annually, for the pleasure of it, and is by Mac¬ 
ron! out of the Duchess, by St. Albans. In the Loudon 
sportsman Vigilant says : 

“Worth all the money.” was tho opinion generally expressed *1 Cob- 
barn on Saturday afternoon when Mr. Tattersall'a hammer fell at -1,11*1 
guineas to the bid of Robert Peck for a yearling colt by Macaroni out of 
Duchess. No aurh sum has ever previously been obtained for a year¬ 
ling, and the price paid by the Russley trainer for tho Jnvonile quite 
puta In the shad* the amounts realized for Angus, St. Rouau. Crlnou 
and other* who ran Into four flgurc*. Although aold at Colibnm the 
young Mncnroui wo* not bred by the Stud Company, hut wo* reared by 
R. H. Combe, at Plorrepoot, near Guildford If the Duchessyenrllug Is 
not destined lo be a big winner, good look* go for nothing, and the 
only ocea*lon that 1 cau remember stu b an ovation to have been given 
an animal when led up to the sale ring, wn» on that memorable after- 
ternoon of Blair Athol’* purchase by the Cobham Stud Company. All 
the good Judges* fell in love with the Duchess coll when be was looked 
over lu bis box, and it was admitted ou every »ide that such a hand- 
name specimen of the thoroughbred had never becu submitted 
to competition a* a yearling. In color. the youngster 

is a hay, and Is faultless In every resiiect, 

being of good slxe, showing quality all over, anti although the purchase 
of yearling stock i* lo a considerable extent a lottery. Robert Peek’s 
latest outlay does uot by any mean* appear a lutd Investment. The 
price seems an enormous one to give for au animal only two or three 
days over flftecii months old; hut the Russley trainer lias fared so well 
In hi* previous speculations in blood Block that he may he allowed 
credit for knowing what he is about. Others beside* Peck carl long¬ 
ing eve* on the hendaome bay a* he etood wllh hi* head toward Mr. 
Tattersall’a rostrum, and Mr. Johnstone wan game enough to go np to 
4 . 0 WI guinea*, hut an additional KM from the late owner of Julius 
Ctesar and Fort-runner secured the colt for Robert Peck, and I really 
thiuk the mouey was laid out Judiciously. Last year Mr. Crawford 
gave *5,»0 for tbe half brother lo this seuaatlonal yearling, the coll 
being by Young Melbourne, and be now rejoice* In Ibe name or 
Brown Marquis, though lie ha* not sported silk. 

Due he** was bred at Hampton Court, and claimed paternity from 
St. Albans and maternity from Bay Celia, who was by Orlaudo 
out of Hereey, by Ulaucit*. lean well rernher the afternoon she was 
aold at the annual sale of the queen's yearlings, when the late 
Marquis of lls*tiug* and the Duke of Newcastle sat aide by side in a 
low pha-ton, and the former pnachaecd tbe lllly for *3,11)0, chlelty on 
account of the family connection, although she had good looks to recom¬ 
mend her to consideration. As a two-year-old she won two races for 
the late Lord of Doningtou, Cannon being on her back when she won 
her Maiden race at Southampton, while Fordbam rode her on the sec¬ 
ond occasion of her victory at the same mcetiiig. When she was a 
three-year-old she appeared as tbe property of Mr. Edgar, and passed 
from his hands Into those of Sir Richard Sutton, for whom she bred 
British Volunteer and Emancipation to Defender and Young Melbourne 
respectively. They were very moderate animal*, and If it had not been 
for the extraordinary goodlooka and great promise of her yearling of 
Saturday It la fairlo presume that the youngster would have been sold 
at a moderate attm, but a* already explained the son of Macarottl had 
everything In hi* favor in the way of make, shape aud conformation, 
and If he does not turn out n race horse it will not be the fault of his 
plucky purchaser." ._

The 
death of Mr. W. W. Alexander’s blk g Gill Edge taking 
place within a few hours afterward, and with the same 
premonitory symptoms, seem to confirm the opinion lhat 
there are some persons figuring at our trotting meetings, 
who ought to wear the stripes for a good round term of 
years. These horses alternated as favorites in the pools in 
the 2:44 class. George trotted a heat, finishing second, and 
died before his class Blurted in second heat. 

Gilt Edge won first heat and lived through 

the race, and for twelve hours afterwards, but 
was nowhere after the first heat. Gill Edge has been quite 
a successful horse in the Michigan circuit, winning fifth 
prize in the three-minute race, and first premium in the 2:50 
class at Jackson. The turf has lost two promising performers 
in Gilt Edge and George, Here is a splendid opportunity for 
the National Association to prove to turfmen that they have 
a due regard for the welfare of the trotting turf. The vil¬ 
lains who poisoned these horses should he brought to jus¬ 
tice. A handsome reward should be offered for their detec¬ 
tion and conviction, and an energetic and shrewd detective 
should at once be put ujion their trail with no contingent 
price for services. 

Tho Detroit Horse Association should uot be 
exjiectcd to bear all the expense simply because its track 
was the arena of their devilish acts. It is believed that at 
the meetings of the septilateral last year, and elsewhere, 
the same thing was done, but, of course, without such fatal 
results. If, therefore, these things are true, let Mr. Presi¬
